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FUR  CATCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,    I9h9-$k

The  fur  crop  in  the  United  States  is  a  valuable  natural  resource,,  and 
the  fur  trade ,  in  all  its  branches,  is  one  of  cur  important  commercial  indus- 
tries. It  furnishes  gainful  employment  to  many  thousands 9   and  by  the  wearing 
apparel  produced,  gives  warmth  and  enjoyment  to  many  more  thousands. 

Some  years  ago  fashion  decreed  that  short-haired  furs  would  be  the  vogues 
as  a  result,  the  annual  take  of  long-haired  furs  is  still  on  the  decline „ 
The  fur  trade  has  been  campaigning  to  revive  the  demand  for  these  unwanted 
furs  by  developing  new  methods  of  processing,  mainly  by  shearing  and  applying 
new  colors .  Popular  items  are  being  promoted  to  stimulate  interest  in  the 
long-haired  furs. 

The  preseason  (±9$h-$$)   outlook  offered  little  to  encourage  widespread 
trapping  activities.   From  the  standpoint  of  the  trapper  the  prospects  at 
the  start  of  the  season  left  much  to  be  desired  as  an  inducement  for  him  to 
expect  a  profit  from  running  a  trapline »  As  the  early  receipts  came  into 
the  raw-fur  receiving  houses  the  indication  was  that  a  shortage  in  the  catch 
would  result  because  of  curtailed  trapping  and  a  declining  crop  of  fur  animals 
in  many  parts  of  the  country*  The  muskrat  market  started  on  an  upward  trend 
when  the  shortage  in  the  receipts  assumed  greater  proportions,  However,  by 
the  time  muskrat  prices  attained  levels  that  encouraged  more  trappers  to  ply 
their  trade,  the  season  came  to  a  close  or  it  was  so  far  advanced  that  the 
trappers  decided  it  was  not  worth  the  effort  to  pursue  their  traplines. 

Although  there  was  a  general  decline  In  receipts  of  raw  furs  for  the 
'1.9$\x-$$   season,  the  value  of  the  shipments  did  not  decline  in  the  same  pro- 
portions- Naturally,  the  decreases  in  receipts  of  raw  furs  were  greater 
in  some  sections  of  the  country  than  in  others.  If  the  market  holds  at  its 
current  levels  until  next  trapping  season,  or  shows  further  signs  of  advanc= 
ing  by  that  time,  interest  in  trapping  will  be  stimulated,  which  should  be 
reflected  In  an  improvement  in  receipts., 

This  annual  report  is  issued  in  cooperation  with  the  State  game  and 
conservation  commissions,.  Many  States  do  not  compile  the  final  statistics 
of  the  fur  catch  for  the  current  season  until  a  later  date .
